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MINUTES  OF  THE  NEW  ENGLAND  CONFERENCE. 


INTRODUCTION. 

Such  are  the  peculiar  circumstances  under  which  the  N.  E.  Conference 
assembled  for  its  sixty-second  annual  session,  in  the  Hanover  St.  Church, 
Boston,  April  3,  1861,  that  a  brief  reference  to  them  here,  seems  not  in- 
appropriate. 

Waltham,  the  home  of  the  late  venerable  Father  Pickering,  and  the  place 
where  he  "  sleeps  in  Jesus,"  was  selected  by  the  Conference  last  year  as  the 
place  for  the  present  session.  The  Society  in  Waltham  had  then  just  enlarged 
and  remodeled  their  house  of  worship,  making  it  one  of  our  most  beautiful 
and  commodious  churches.  But  only  six  weeks  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
last  Conference,  the  church  was  totally  destroyed  by  fire.  A  new  church 
was  immediately  determined  upon,  and  was  intended  to  be  completed  in  due 
season  to  receive  the  Conference  according  to  invitation.  So  many  and  un- 
expected delays  occurred,  however,  in  bringing  the  church  to  completion, 
that  the  brethren  there  reluctantly  consented  to  yield  to  the  wishes  of  the 
Society  at  Cambridgeport,  to  have  the  present  session  held  with  them ; 
and  the  appointment  was  accordingly  changed  from  Waltham  to  Cam- 
bridgeport. 

The  brethren  there  had  so  far  perfected  their  arrangements  for  the  enter- 
tainment of  the  preachers  and  members,  that  their  pastor  was  even  engaged 
in  preparing  the  list  of  boarding-places  for  the  hands  of  the  printer,  at 
the  calamitous  hour  on  the  night  of  the  fifteenth  of  March,  when,  by  the 
hand  of  the  incendiary,  their  new  and  beautiful  sanctuary  was  in  one 
hour  reduced  to  ashes !  Thus  was  the  Conference  compelled  to  abandon 
the  holding  of  its  session  at  two  points  within  its  territorial  bounds,  in  one 
year. —  a  fact  probably  unparalleled  in  its  history. 

As  it  was,  however,  the  Society  at  Hanover  Street  generously  threw  open 
their  doors  to  the  Conference,  and  though  having  only  some  ten  days'  notice, 
gave  it  an  entertainment  rarely,  if  ever,  surpassed  for  cordiality  and  satis- 
factoriness. 

The  Conference  met  at  nine  o'clock,  on  the  morning  of  April  3d,  the 
morning  after  a  most  unprecedented  snow-storm  at  so  late  a  period  in  the 
season,  —  notwithstanding  which,  full  one  half  of  the  members  were  present 
and  answered  to  their  names  on  the  calling  of  the  roll.  The  devotional  ser- 
vices at  the  opening  of  the  session  were  conducted  by  the  Presiding  Bishop, 
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O.  C.  Baker,  d.d.,  in  a  most  impressive  manner,  and  were  followed  by  the 
Holy  Sacrament ;  and  to  the  delightful  spirit  with  which  the  exercises  were 
thus  inaugurated,  as  well  as  to  the  genial  presence  of  our  beloved  Super- 
intendent, are  we  indebted  for  one  of  the  most  pleasant  and  harmonious 
sessions  of  the  Conference  which  it  has  been  our  privilege  to  attend. 

At  the  conclusion  of  these  services,  the  roll  of  the  Conference  was  called 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  last  year,  and  the  Conference  was  organized  by  the 
nomination  and  election  of  Edward  A.  Manning,  as  Secretary,  and 
Oliver  S.  Howe,  Assistant  Secretary.

TREMONT  STREET  M.   E.  CHURCH. 

This  Church,  built  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Eighth  Society  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  in  Boston,  is  located  on  a  lot  of  land  on  the  easterly  side  of 
Tremont  Street,  extending  from  Concord  Street  to  Worcester  Street,  bounded  in  the 
rear  by  a  20-foot  passage  way.  Its  length  is  202  feet ;  its  depth  90  feet,  and  con- 
tains about  20,000  square  feet.  The  building  is  placed  in  the  centre  of  the  lot.  The 
style  of  architecture  is  plain  Gothic ;  the  material,  Roxbury  stone,  with  Cumberland 
Bay  stone  trimmings.  The  principal  tower,  on  Tremont  Street,  is  22  feet  square  at 
the  base,  and,  with  the  spire,  is  about  135  feet  high,  upon  which  there  is  four  clock 
faces,  not  shown  on  the  illustration.  The  turret  on  the  easterly  corner  of  Concord 
Street  is  15  feet  square  at  the  base,  and  about  100  feet  high. 

The  Church,  which  has  its  front  and  principal  entrance  on  Concord  Street,  con- 
tains an  audience-room  78  feet  long,  66  feet  wide,  and  32  feet  high  in  the  clear.  A 
gallery  extends  over  the  vestibule  on  Concord  Street.  There  will  be  no  side 
galleries.  The  pulpit  stands  opposite  the  entrance  from  Concord  Street,  and  behind 
it  is  the  organ  gallery  ;  on  its  west  side  the  choir  gallery,  and  on  its  east  side  the 
pastor's  l'oom,  opening  to  both  church  and  chapel.  It  is  to  be  finished  in  chestnut, 
with  ribbed  ceilings,  from  which  it  will  be  lighted  up  and  ventilated  like  the 
Tremont  Temple.  There  will  be  about  150  available  pews,  and  it  will  seat  about 
900  persons. 

The  chapel,  which  has  its  front  and  principal  entrance  on  Tremont  Street,  will 
contain  a  Vestry  room  65  feet  long,  36  feet  wide,  and  26  feet  high,  exclusive  of 
two  class  rooms  in  front,  connected  with  it  by  folding  doors,  and  a  gallery  or  room 
over  them.    It  will  be  furnished  with  100  settees,  seating  about  500  persons. 

The  windows  are  to  be  glazed  with  colored  enamelled  glass.  The  building 
throughout  will  be  heated  by  steam,  and  will  be  finished,  ready  for  occupancy,  in 
July  or  August,  1861. 

The  design  of  the  building  is  by  Hammatt  Billings ;  the  superintending  archi- 
tects are  Messrs.  Woodcock  &  Meacham.

We  are  more  than  ever  convinced  of  the  importance  of  the  universal  circu- 
lation of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  for  in  this  we  recognize  one  of  the  grandest 
instrumentalities  for  the  salvation  of  a  ruined  world,  for  "  the  gospel  is  the 
power  of  God  unto  salvation  to  every  one  that  believeth." 

The  Committee  are  pained  with  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  our 
societies  have  contributed  nothing  the  past  year  to  this  all-important  cause. 
We  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : — 

Resolved,  That  we  will  urge  upon  our  people  the  importance  of  the  circu- 
lation of  the  Bible  ;  and  will  secure,  if  possible,  a  collection  from  every  society 
within  the  bounds  of  this  Conference.  , 

Resolved,  That  a  sufficient  sum  be  appropriated  from  the  collections,  to 
constitute  Rev.  H.  M.  Loud  and  Linus  Fish,  of  this  Conference,  and  Micah 
Dyer,  Jr.,  Esq.,  of  this  city,  Life  Members  of  the  American  Bible  Society. 


TRACT  CAUSE. 

We  regard  this  cause  of  great  importance  to  the  welfare  and  success  of  the 
church.  It  has  ever  been  a  powerful  instrumentality  for  good.  The  system- 
atic distribution  of  religious  Tracts  originated  with  Methodism.  The  "  Holy 
Club,"  at  Oxford,  spent  an  hour  each  day,  principally  in  the  distribution  of 
tracts  among  the  poor.  The  very  foundations  of  Methodism  were  laid  in  this 
work.  Mr.  Wesley  in  entering  upon  his  great  mission,  soon  discovered  his 
inability  to  reach  the  masses  from  the  pulpit,  and  commenced  the  publication 
of  tracts  for  the  common  people,  which  were  circulated  with  wonderful 
success. 

In  1782,  Mr.  Wesley  and  Dr.  Coke  organized  the  first  tract  society, 
seventeen  years  before  the  formation  of  the  London  Tract  Society. 

In  this  country,  in  1813,  twelve  years  before  the  American  Tract  Society 
was  formed,  Bishop  Asbury  commenced  the  publication  and  distribution  of 
tracts,  and  from  that  time  to  the  present,  the  work,  under  various  modifica- 
tions, has  gone  on,  establishing  itself  more  fully  in  our  communion.  Until 
1852,  it  stood  connected  with  the  Book  Concern,  or  some  other  interest,  but 
at  this  time,  it  became  a  distinct  organization,  and  was  authorized  by  the 
General  Conference.  We  are  happy  to  say  that  the  Society  is  now  placed 
on  a  permanent  basis,  and  is  doing  immense  good.  All  it  needs  at  present, 
is  the  means  to  carry  out  its  plans,  and  the  active  co-operation  of  the  church. 
Should  each  society  take  a  collection  for  this  cause  annually,  it  would  doubt- 
less furnish  it  with  all  necessary  pecuniary  assistance.  We  therefore  recom- 
mend that  each  society  take  such  a  collection  during  the  year,  and  also  that 
arrangements  be  made  through  the  tract  Steward,  or  otherwise,  for  supplying 
the  people  with  tracts. 
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TEMPERANCE. 

Without  attempting  to  suggest  the  best  means  for  carrying  out  the  princi- 
ples and  practice  of  temperance,  we  nevertheless  wish  to  give  our  annual 
sanction  to  all  judicious  measures  to  promote  the  cause,  and  to  give  our 
hearty  approval  of  the  subject,  as  being  one  of  deep  interest  to  the  cause  of 
morality  and  pure  religion  ;  therefore  we  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolutions. 

Resolved,  That  while  the  pulpit  and  the  press  should  not  be  silent  on  this 
great  subject,  and  while  law  and  associations  should  be  brought  to  bear  for 
the  suppression  of  the  evil,  we  as  individuals  should  socially  labor  to  promote 
this  important  work. 

Resolved,  That  we  as  ministers  of  Jesus  Christ,  see  in  the  temperance 
reform,  a  most  important  auxiliary  to  pure  and  undefiled  religion. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  duty  of  the  members  of  this  Conference  to  cordially 
co-operate  with  every  judicious  movement  to  discountenance  the  use  of  intox- 
icating liquors  as  a  drink  among  all  people. 


OBSERVANCE  OF  THE  SABBATH. 

The  Sabbath  is  one  of  the  great  primary  and  fundamental  institutions  of 
the  Divine  government,  established  in  paradise  before  the  fall,  and  designed 
by  its  infinite  author  to  be  universal  and  perpetual  in  its  obligations. 

It  commemorates  the  work  of  God,  as  Creator,  Preserver,  Benefactor,  and 
Redeemer. 

It  is  by  divine  authority  to  be  observed  as  a  day  of  rest  from  secular  labor, 
physical  and  intellectual,  and  to  be  devoted  to  those  duties  and  exercises 
which  are  promotive  of  our  spiritual  and  eternal  interests,  and  is  a  powerful 
means  of  leading  men  to  live  not  unto  themselves,  but  unto  Him  who  died  for 
them  and  rose  again  ;  and  thus  to  glorify  him  in  body  and  spirit,  which  are 
his. 

As  an  expression  of  our  opinions  on  this  subject,  we  present  the  following 
resolutions. 

Resolved,  As  keeping  the  Sabbath  day  holy  makes  God  known  to  the 
world,  gives  efficacy  to  his  moral  government,  increases  the  number  and 
fidelity  of  his  subjects,  and  communicates  to  a  greater  extent  than  can  other- 
wise be  done,  the  benefits  of  his  righteous  reign,  we  as  ministers  of  the  gospel 
should  frequently  preach  and  enforce  this  important  statute. 

Resolved,  That  gospel  ministers  and  professing  Christians  should  discoun- 
tenance, both  by  precept  and  example,  the  running  of  steamboats,  railroad 
cars,  and  omnibuses,  and  patronizing  livery  stables,  on  the  Lord's  <lav. 

Resolved)  Thai  in  the  judgment  of  this  Conference,  the  running  of  the 

United  States  Mail,  and  the  depositing  and  receiving  mail  matter  on  the 
Sabbath,  is  a  gross  infraction  of  the  divine  law. 

Resolved,  That  all  Sabbath  reading  should  be  religious  in  its  character, 
therefore,  the  practice  of  devoting  holy  time  to  reading  secular  periodicals 
and  books,  is  as  palpable  a  violation  of  the  fourth  commandment,  as  the  per- 
formance of  ordinary  manual  labor. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  duty  of  Christians,  and  especially  Christian  minis- 
ters, to  present  an  example  of  Sabbath-keeping  safe  for  the  whole  world  to 
imitate. 
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REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

The  value  of  educational  privileges  to  society  is  only  surpassed  by  the 
absolute  necessities  of  life,  or  those  higher  necessities  which  are  of  a  purely 
religious  character.  And  the  supply  even  of  our  absolute  necessities  is  greatly 
augmented  in  its  value  in  the  ease  with  which  knowledge  enables  us  to  attain 
them ;  a  value  augmented  just  in  proportion  as  civilized  society  rises,  in  its 
blessings,  above  that  which  is  wholly  barbaric.  And  how  much  value  it  adds 
to  our  religion  may  be  seen  by  the  same  contrast.  Indeed,  it  might  be  doubted 
if  a  community  could  long  retain  its  religion,  —  the  Christian  religion,  we 
mean,  —  unless  that  community  should  educate  its  children.  Africa  was  once 
the  seat  of  the  Christian  religion,  numbering  among  its  converts  more  than 
fifty  millions  of  the  population  of  that  dark  land,  and  thousands  of  Christian 
ministers;  and  doubtless  the  true  reason  of  her  failure,  and  the  almost  utter 
extinction  of  its  heavenly  light,  arose  simply  from  her  neglect  of  educational 
interests.  So  education  gives  force,  if  appropriately  used,  to  all  the  vital  ele- 
ments of  the  Christian  system.  So  it  gives  power  to  denominational  pecu- 
liarities. Methodism  is  to-day,  and  has  been  in  the  past,  what  it  could 
never  have  been  without  education.  So  her  doctrines  lie  with  a  force  upon 
society,  and  open  to  society,  as  they  never  could  have  done  without  such 
an  auxiliary.  The  church  early  felt  the  force  of  these  great  truths,  —  and  we 
dare  not  say  that  she  has  felt  them  too  deeply, — and  as  earnestly  sought  to 
supply  these  wants.  She  may  have  multiplied  in  the  number  of  these  agen- 
cies what  she  should  have  added  in  mere  weight  of  character.  But  who 
could  have  added  to  her  means  of  usefulness,  with  her  population,  within  the 
compass  of  less  than  fifty  years,  as  she  has  done,  one  hundred  and  fifty  semi- 
naries of  learning,  twenty-four  of  which  are  colleges  or  universities  ?  We 
believe  history  furnishes  no  such  record.  New  England  was  early  in  this  field 
of  labor,  and  she  has  not  failed  in  her  reward.  Her  ministry  to-day  occupies 
a  position  that  could  not  have  been  reached  without  these  helpers. 

There  are  now  in  New  England  ten  Institutions  of  learning  under  the 
patronage  of  Methodism.  They  are  all,  we  believe,  doing  a  good  work,  —  all 
bear  more  or  less  a  religious  aspect.  Those  which  claim  our  especial  patron- 
age are,  the  Biblical  Institute,  the  Wilbraham  Academy,  and  the  Wesley  an 
University. 

The  Biblical  Institute,  it  is  believed,  was  never  doing  more  of  its  ap- 
propriate work  than  now.  It  has  in  its  regular  course  of  study  at  present,  78 
students,  —  more  than  at  any  previous  period.  And  these  students  are  from 
a  large  number  of  States,  and  from  Canada.  Thirty  of  the  pulpits  in  the  New 
England  Conference  are  supplied  by  those  who  have  been  benefited  by  her  in- 
structions. Many  are  occupying  the  pulpits  of  other  Conferences.  The  last  year 
(i.  e.  from  1859  to  18G0,)  the  receipts  of  the  Institution  have  nearly  or  quite 
met  its  expenditures.  Yet  a  debt  has  accumulated  in  the  past,  now  due  to  the 
professors,  of  about  $2,500.  Your  Committee  would  recommend  the  same 
pledge  given  the  last  year,  viz  :  that  the  Conference  raise  for  the  Institute 
$750;  and  that  it  be  apportioned  as  follows:  To  Boston  District,  $2 70  ;  to 
Lynn  District,  $230  ;  to  Worcester  District,  $150  ;  to  Springfield  District, 
$100;  and  that  these  amounts  be  apportioned  to  the  Societies  by  the  District 
Stewards'  Meeting. 

Resolved,  That  we  pledge  ourselves  as  a  Conference  to  give  faithful  atten- 
tion to  the  annual  collection  for  the  Biblical  Institute. 
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The  Academy  at  Wilbraham  is  prospectively  all  that  could  be  de- 
sired. A  building  more  beautiful  than  the  one  lost,  will  be  completed  in  Au- 
gust. The  accommodations  then  will  equal,  if  not  surpass,  anything  of  the 
kind  in  America.  From  the  fact  that  a  better  building  than  was  anticipated 
is  being  constructed,  —  and  from  a  failure  of  some  of  the  subscriptions  by  the 
death  and  failure  of  subscribers,  —  and  from  the  fact  that  the  State  appro- 
priations were  not  made  available  as  early  by  a  year  as  was  expected, — 
there  will  be  a  debt  upon  the  Institution  of  from  seven  to  ten  thousand  dollars. 
This  may  be  lessened  by  some  two  thousand  dollars,  if  the  different  societies 
will  each  furnish  a  room,  within  three  months;  if  neglected  longer,  the  Trus- 
tees will  be  obliged  to  do  this.  Your  Committee  hope  that  forthwith  the 
Preachers  will  engage  in  this  work,  and  thus  relieve,  in  part,  the  prospective 
debt.  It  should  not  be  forgotten  by  those  who  prize  educational  interests  that 
the  magnificent  structure  that  is  now  rising  up  in  Wilbraham,  probably  had 
never  been  but  for  the  munificence  of  a. single  individual.  Bro.  Isaac  Rich 
pays  toward  it  Thirty-two  Thousand  Dollars  ;  the  State  pays  twenty- 
five  thousand;  Bro.  Lee  Claflin,  ten  thousand.    These  are  liberalities  indeed. 

The  Wesleyan  University  has  been  pursuing  its  accustomed  but  suc- 
cessful work.  It  wants  nothing  but  means.  Its  friends  should  look  for  an 
endowment  of  at  least  two  hundred  thousand  dollars.  And  if  there  be  but 
one  institution  of  this  grade  in  New  England,  which  is  the  true  policy,  this 
work  may  be  reached  within  ten  years.  With  less  than  this  it  cannot  com- 
pete with  the  long  standing  and  richly  endowed  institutions  surrounding  it, 
while  its  Faculty,  as  far  as  filled,  could  not  be  better  supplied  by  Methodism; 
and  while  its  course  of  instruction  is  equal  to  any  other  in  New  England, 
to  do  its  whole  work  well,  it  needs  new  buildings,  new  apparatus,  larger  libra- 
ries, and  additional  professorships,  and  an  income  that  will  place  it  above  the 
fluctuations  of  temporary  assistance.  It  is  well  the  University  is  in  Middle- 
town.  Massachusetts  may  show  that  her  Methodism  is  not  confined  to  State 
boundaries.  It  is  but  a  few  hours'  ride  from  any  point  in  New  England. 
And  where  it  now  is,  it  will  and  must  claim  sympathy,  not  only  from  New 
York,  but  far  beyond. 

The  number  of  Students  as  enrolled  in  the  last  Catalogue  is  137.  Of  these, 
106  are  professors  of  religion.  Forty  are  licensed  preachers,  and  several 
others  intend  to  devote  themselves  to  the  work  of  the  ministry. 

So  far  as  relates  to  the  general  management  of  the  Institution,  the  past 
year  has  been  one  of  good  order,  harmony,  and  success.  Such  special  arrange- 
ments were  made  with  reference  to  the  vacant  departments  in  the  Faculty, 
that  the  advantages  and  efficiency  of  the  Institution  have  not  been  diminished. 
At  the  next  meeting  of  the  Joint  Board,  it  is  expected  permanent  provision 
for  these  vacancies  will  be  made. 

The  members  of  the  Conferences  are  requested  to  use  their  influence  with 
liberal  and  wealthy  men,  to  secure  donations.  It  is  believed  that  if  proper 
attention  were  given  to  this  subject,  numerous  bequests  might  be  secured  from 
those  who  would  wish  that  a  share  of  their  property  should  be  given  to  pro- 
mote the  cause  of  sound  learning  and  piety. 

The  University  offers  superior  advantages  to  worthy  young  men  in  indigent 
circumstances.  The  highest  advantages  of  education  can  here  be  obtained  at 
less  expense  than  elsewhere.  Scholarships  are  now  sold  on  terms  so  favorable 
as  to  bring  them  within  the  reach  of  all.  There  are,  moreover,  various  ways 
in  which  energetic  students  can  secure  assistance;  and  it  may  be  stated  that 
no  earnest  young  man  of  fair  abilities  Deed  fail  to  secure  the  benefits  of"  a 

college  education! 

The  Committee  recommend  that  the  following  persons  be  appointed  Visitors 
the  coining  year.

NEW  ENGLAND  EDUCATION  SOCIETY. 

In  view  of  the  great  demands  upon  the  treasury  of  this  Society,  we  would 
urge  the  hearty  adoption  of  the  resolution  of  last  year :  — 

Resolved,  That  there  is  a  great  and  growing  necessity  in  our  Church  for 
liberal  contributions  in  aid  of  indigent  young  men  preparing  for  the  ministry, 
and  that  we  earnestly  indorse  the  New  England  Education  Society  as  a 
measure  for  meeting  this  want,  and  pledge  ourselves  to  take  collections  for  it 
in  our  charges  the  ensuing  year. 


RELIEF  SOCIETY. 

While  some  societies  which  have  for  a  few  years  past  received  aid  from  its 
funds,  have  been  so  prospered  as  to  no  longer  require  help,  yet  there  are 
others  who  have  begun  an  existence  that  will  need  to  be  cherished  for  a 
season,  and  a  number  which  have  hitherto  been  aided  will  still  require 
assistance. 

In  view  of  this  permanently  prospective  want,  your  Committee  would  rec- 
ommend the  renewal  of  the  vote  of  the  last  Conference  on  this  subject, 
namely  : — 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  that  a  collection  be  taken  for  this  Society 
in  every  church  within  our  limits  the  ensuing  year. 


REPORT  ON  SLAVERY. 

In  glancing  at  the  struggles  of  freedom,  the  past  year,  we  descry  some  for- 
bidding facts.  We  at  the  same  time  observe  others  which  afford  encourage- 
ment to  renewed  and  earnest  exertion  in  the  cause. 

In  the  old  world,  the  march  of  free  sentiments,  impeded  for  ages,  has  re- 
ceived a  fresh  impulse.  Italy,  from  a  struggle  of  centuries,  has  sprung  into 
national  life,  and  even  the  colder  regions  of  Russia  have  felt  the  warming 
influence  of  free  ideas,  which  has  induced  the  Czar  to  strike  the  shackles 
from  twenty  millions  of  his  subjects. 

From  such  a  glowing  picture  of  reform  and  progress,  we  turn  with  humilia- 
tion and  shame  to  our  own  country,  the  land  of  Washington  and  Jefferson, 
the  early  and  boasted  asylum  of  liberty,  where  the  political  equality  and 
natural  rights  of  all  men  were  to  be  secured,  to  witness  one  of  the  most  ex- 
tensive and  shameless  defections  from  freedom  which  has  ever  disgraced  the 
history  of  the  world.  That  the  sons  of  our  patriotic  and  liberal  founders 
are  engaged  in  the  sacrilegious  task  of  dethroning  the  genius  of  liberty. 
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who  has  made  the  wilderness  to  bud  and  blossom  as  the  rose,  and  of  inaugu- 
rating instead  the  demon  of  slavery,  is  rendered  credible  only  by  the  irresisti- 
ble force  of  events.  Deplorable  is  the  spectacle  we  are  called  to  witness.  The 
freest  and  best  government  in  existence  is  severely  threatened  with  prostra- 
tion by  the  traitorous  hands  of  some  of  its  chief  functionaries  ;  the  strongholds 
of  liberty  are  besieged  and  their  outposts  carried  by  the  very  men  who  had 
sworn  to  defend  her ;  the  virtue  of  the  people  is  attacked  through  the  medium 
of  their  material  interests ;  and  compromises  are  demanded  in  favor  of  slavery 
which  the  people  of  the  free  States  are  sacredly  obligated  to  spurn  and  reject. 

In  the  midst  of  the  darkness,  however,  we  cherish  sanguine  hopes  that 
transpiring  events,  however  forbidding  their  present  aspect,  will  at  no  distant 
day,  result  in  the  complete  triumph  of  our  cause.  The  result  can  only  be 
delayed,  not  defeated  ;  the  beast  has  received  a  deadly  wound,  and  the  very 
violence  and  rage  he  exhibits,  only  the  more  fully  evince  how  desperate  are 
his  fortunes,  and  how  thoroughly  he  is  convinced  that  he  is  engaged  in  the 
last  grand  contest  against  freedom.  The  General  Government,  which  has 
been  paralyzed  and  betrayed,  will,  we  trust,  soon  demonstrate  its  existence 
and  power. 

In  our  own  ecclesiastical  organization  the  influence  of  these  events  has 
been  felt.  Always  anti-slavery  in  her  constitution  and  spirit,  the  Church 
felt  impelled  at  the  late  General  Conference  to  take  an  advance  movement 
on  this  question,  and  though  failing  to  secure  a  modification  of  the  general 
rule,  a  progressive  disposition  was  evinced  and  a  fine  genial  declaration  of 
sentiment  on  the  subject  inserted  in  the  chapter.  Appreciating  as  we  do 
the  existing  chapter,  we  regret  that  the  special  clauses  of  the  old  one  were 
omitted,  or  rather  that  a  new  one  was  not  constructed,  so  clearly  prohibiting 
the  practice  of  slaveholding  that  neither  delinquents  should  be  able  to  escape 
its  penalty,  or  the  different  authorities  of  the  church  to  give  it  diverse  inter- 
pretations, as  seems  now  to  be  the  case.  In  view  of  the  whole  subject,  we 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  resolutions : — 

1.  Resolved,  That  we  solemnly  and  earnestly  protest  against  any  further 
compromise  with  this  "  sum  of  all  villanies  "  either  in  the  Church  or  State. 

2.  Resolved,  That  while  appreciating  the  liberal  tendencies  and  progressive 
action  of  the  last  General  Conference,  by  which  they  explained  the  General 
Rules  as  thoroughly  Anti-Slavery,  and  as  forbidding  slaveholding  as  well  as 
slave-trading,  yet  since  their  action  is  construed  so  as  to  nullify  its  entire  spirit 
and  power, —  we  hereby  declare  that  we  shall  never  rest  satisfied  until  the 
discipline  is  clearly  understood  as  unequivocally  and  authoritatively  to  pro- 
hibit slaveholding  in  the  M.  E.  Church. 

3.  Resolved,  That  this  incompleteness  of  our  work,  as  well  as  the  interest 
on  the  subject  wlrch  pervades  all  classes  of  American  society,  demands  from 
the  friends  of  the  same  a  progressive  instead  of  a  retrograde  course ;  a  yield- 
ing of  slavery  rather  than  of  freedom  ;  and  a  continued  and  earnest  discussion 
of  the  subject  in  the  accustomed  channels  of  communication. 

4.  Resolved,  That  we  judge  it  inexpedient  either  to  call  an  extra  session  of 
the  General  Conference,  or  to  refer  the  subject  of  slavery  to  the  annual 
Conferences,  inasmuch  as  the  church  at  large  should  retain  the  power  to  regu- 
late practices  which  affect  her  morals  and  reputation  before  the  world,  H 
well  as  from  the  manifest  impropriety  of  making  the  accused  or  their  friends, 
judges  of  the  crimes  alleged  against  them. 
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PREACHERS'  AID  SOCIETY. 

Your  Committee  find  occasion  for  grateful  acknowledgment  of  the  liber- 
ality of  our  churches  towards  the  superannuated  preachers,  and  their  widows 
and  orphans  connected  with  this  Conference. 

As  nearly  as  can  be  now  ascertained,  about  the  same  amount  will  be 
needed  the  ensuing  year,  which  has  been  needed  the  past  year. 

The  amounts  severally  fixed  for  the  beneficiaries  of  this  Society  by  the 
Estimating  Committees  appointed  pursuant  to  the  action  of  the  last  General 
Conference,  average  50  per  cent,  above  what  they  receive  as  reported  in  the 
last  minutes.  Thus  it  appears  that  in  the  judgment  of  competent  laymen, 
resident  with  our  superannuated  ministers,  the  receipts  of  the  latter  are  50 
per  cent,  less  than  what  is  needed  to  meet  their  current  expenses. 

Your  Committee  believe  that  vagueness  and  error  prevail  to  some  extent  in  re- 
gard to  the  necessities  of  our  Conference  claimants,  the  plan  of  apportioning  the 
amounts  to  be  raised  for  them,  and  of  disbursing  the  funds  collected,  and  that 
for  this  reason  the  operations  of  this  Society  should  be  intelligently  explained 
to  all  our  congregations  each  year. 

They  have  entire  confidence  that  where  this  is  done,  the  people  will  honor- 
ably respond  to  the  wants  of  their  superannuated  ministers  and  of  their 
widows  and  orphans. 

Your  Committee  name-  the  same  sum  as  named  last  year  to  be  raised  in  the 
Conference  ;  and  recommend  that  it  be  apportioned  as  follows  : — 

Boston  District,  $1,500  ;  Lynn  District,  $1,500  ;  Worcester  District,  $700  ; 
Springfield  District,  $300. 

They  also  recommend  that  all  the  Presiding  Elders,  with  the  Preachers 
stationed  in  Boston,  Roxbury,  Chelsea,  Charlestown,  and  Cambridge,  be  a 
Committee  to  whom  all  applications  for  aid  shall  be  made.

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MINISTERIAL  SUPPORT. 

Your  Committee  (comprising  all  the  Lay  Delegates)  have  given  careful 
and  earnest  attention  to  the  subject  of  Ministerial  Support.  After  a  full  dis- 
cussion of  all  matters  appertaining  thereto,  and  the  presentation  of  plans  pur- 
sued in  different  places,  it  was  finally  unanimously  agreed  to  present  to  this 
Conference  the  following  plan  for  raising  means  for  the  maintenance  of  public 
worship  (with  such  modifications  as  may  adapt  it  to  the  peculiar  circumstances 
of  different  places),  and  recommend  its  adoption  by  all  our  societies  where 
the  method  pursued  does  not  work  well,  or  where  no  plan  has  been  perma- 
nently decided  upon. 

FINANCIAL  PLAN. 

1.  As  early  in  the  Conference  year  as  is  practicable,  let  the  Stewards 
ascertain  the  probable  amount  of  the  current  expenses  for  the  year,  and  also 
what  part  of  this  sum  must  be  raised  by  voluntary  contributions. 

2.  This  sum  (increased  by  an  amount  sufficient,  in  their  judgment,  to 
meet  all  losses  arising  from  death,  removals,  non-payments,  and  other  causes) 
shall  be  apportioned  by  a  committee  appointed  at  a  meeting  of  all  the  male 
members  of  the  church  and  congregation,  duly  notified  for  that  purpose,  on  the 
members  of  the  church,  and  on  such  of  the  congregation  as  may  assent,  ac- 
cording to  their  several  ability. 

3.  This  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Stewards,  Leaders,  and  three  or 
four  persons  selected  from  each  class  by  the  class  of  which  they  are  members ; 
or,  it  may  embrace  a  large  proportion  of  the  male  members  of  the  church  and 
congregation,  always  being  careful  to  put  on  the  Committee  all  persons  who 
have  been  delinquent  in  contributing,  or  deficient  in  the  amount  contrib- 
uted. 

4.  The  preliminary  arrangements  having  reference  to  the  appointment  of 
this  Committee,  and  its  first  meeting  in  each  year,  shall  be  made  by  the 
Board  of  Stewards  and  Leaders. 

5.  The  Committee  having  assembled  and  organized,  may  appoint  a  sub- 
committee to  make  the  apportionment ;  but  the  action  of  this  sub-committee 
shall  be  reported  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  general  committee  and  be  subject 
to  their  revision. 

6.  Due  notice  shall  be  given  to  all  persons  apportioned,  of  the  amount  re- 
quested of  them,  by  means  of  letters  prepared  for  that  purpose,  inclosing 
small  envelopes  for  their  payments,  and  they  shall  be  requested  to  make 
quarterly  payments  in  advance. 

7.  A  quarterly  collection  shall  be  made  on  the  second  Sabbath  in  each 
quarter,  notice  having  been  given  the  previous  Sabbath,  and  all  poisons 
making  payment  shall  place  the  sum  by  them  paid  (inclosed  in  an  envelope 
on  which  their  names  shall  be  written)  in  the  baskets  or  boxes  as  they  are 
passed  through  the  church. 

8.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Stewards  shall  credit  the  sums  thus  paid  to  the 
persons  making  payment,  in  a  book  properly  prepared  for  that  purpose. 

u.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  allowed  ten  per  cent,  for  collecting  all  sums  not 
paid  to  him  without  solicitation  ;  and  shall  use  his  best  efforts  to  collect  all 
sums  due  at  the  commencement  of  each  quarter,  before  its  close.  He  shall  be 
at  liberty  to  employ  suitable,  persons  to  assist  him,  but  shall  make  no  charge 
for  their  services,  beyond  the  amount  above  named. 

10.  At  the  last  general  class  meeting  in  the  financial  year,  or  at  a  special 
meeting  of  the  church,  the  Treasurer  shall  report  the  amount  received,  and 
also  the  various  expenses  incurred  during  the  year. 
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11.  Sometime  in  the  first  week  of  each  quarter,  the  Treasurer  shall  ascer- 
tain from  the  pastor  all  changes  which  may  have  occurred  during  the  pre- 
ceeding  quarter  in  the  list  of  members,  and  make  the  corresponding  correc- 
tions on  his  books.  At  the  next  Board  Meeting  he  shall  report  the  names  of 
all  who  have,  during  that  period,  become  connected  with  the  church,  that  an 
apportionment  of  expenses  may  be  made  to  them  ;  and  shall  notify  them  of 
the  amount  thus  apportioned  to  them. 

At  the  meetings  held  for  the  consideration  of  this  important  subject,  fifteen 
of  the  twenty  Lay  Delegates  have  been  present,  and  have  participated  with 
great  interest  in  the  discussions,  and  they  feel  confident  that  wherever  this 
method  is  pursued  with  energy  and  punctuality,  accompanied  by  discretion  and 
good  nature,  it  cannot  fail  to  secure  to  every  Preacher  a  good  support. 

Aoreeably  to  a  vote  of  this  Committee,  an  arrangement  has  been  made  with 
Bro.  Magee,  for  the  preparation  of  envelopes  as  named  in  Rule  6th,  and  the 
printing  of  circulars  for  the  use  of  such  Societies  as  may  adopt  the  foregoing 
plan. 

We  take  the  liberty  to  suggest  to  the  Lay  Delegates  for  the  next  year,  the 
propriety  of  presenting  an  address  to  the  Societies  and  the  Stewards  in  our 
Conference,  on  the  subject  of  the  maintenance  of  public  worship.  Such  an 
address  proceeding  from  Laymen,  suggesting  practical  improvements,  and 
obviating  practical  difficulties,  might  be  attended  with  beneficial  results. 


CHURCH  AID  SOCIETY. 
The  Committee  present  the  following  report  of  the  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT: 

The  limited  means  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board,  and  the  uncertainty 
till  a  late  hour  in  the  Conference  year,  as  to  the  amount  of  even  this  small 
income  have  prevented  us  from  as  large  operations  as  the  necessities  of  the 
work  demanded. 

Two  churches  have  been  relieved  by  us  the  past  year,  at  North  Brookfield 
and  Northampton.  To  the  former  we  appropriated  $100  towards  their 
very  important  and  long-needed  enterprise.  We  have  the  pleasure  of 
reporting  that  this  aid  was  very  beneficial,  and  that  the  church  just  erected 
will  probably  be  able  to  carry,  and  ultimately,  liquidate,  its  debts  without 
further  aid  from  abroad. 

We  also  appropriated  $75  to  Northampton,  on  condition  that  all  of  its  debt 
should  be  extinguished.  We  learn  that  such  is  the  fact,  and  that  this  church, 
so  long  and  so  often  dependent  on  the  bounty  of  the  Missionary  Board,  is 
now  in  a  self-supporting  condition,  and  prospering  in  its  spiritual  no  less  than 
in  its  material  interests. 

Other  appeals  have  been  made  to  us  of  equal  importance  with  those  we 
have  relieved,  but  our  want  of  means  compelled  us  to  leave  them  in  their 
embarrassments.  We  have  the  pleasure  of  reporting  that  two  of  the  three 
societies  aided  by  us  the  previous  year  have  become  independent  of  all  exter- 
nal aid.  One  of  them  is  entirely  free  from  debt,  and  the  other  has  so  largely 
reduced  theirs  as  to  make  it  easily  manageable. 

A\re  have  collected  a  few  statistics  bearing  upon  the  subject  of  church 
extension.  They  are  not  as  perfect  as  they  ought  to  be,  and  we  hope  will  be 
in  the  future.  Yet  they  furnish  an  approximate  view  of  the  financial  growth 
and  condition  of  the  church. 
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As  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  ascertain,  the  amount  of  property  vested  in 

churches  is   $896,000  00 

The  amount  of  debts  upon  this  property  is   200,200  00 

The  amount  raised  during  the  past  year  for  the  erection  or  im- 
provement of  churches,  or  for  the  liquidation  of  debts,  was         56,345  00 

The  number  of  church  debts  extinguished,  was   9 

The  number  of  churches  now  out  of  debt  is   32 

The  number  of  places  opened  for  regular  Sabbath  worship  the 

past  year,  is   7 

The  number  of  churches  built,  or  enlarged,  was   6 

The  number  of  congregations  worshipping  in  halls,  is   26 

These  are  facts  of  great  importance.  They  show  us  among  other  things 
that  our  debts  are  more  than  one  fifth,  or  20  per  cent  of  our  property.  That 
constant  efforts  are  going  on  in  some  parts  of  the  work  for  the  reduction  of 
these  debts,  or  for  the  erection  and  improvement  of  our  edifices;  that  new 
places  are  being  constantly  opened,  and  new  houses  being  erected.  They 
show  us  that  almost  one  sixth  of  our  societies  have  no  house  of  worship.  They 
are  compelled  to  sojourn  in  the  tents  of  Meshech,  in  habitations  unconsecrated. 
We  learn  from  special  inquiry  that  most  of  these  are  ready  to  rise  and  build, 
had  they  but  a  little  encouragement  from  their  sister  churches,  safely  estab- 
lished in  their  own  homes.  We  can  all  see  at  a  glance  how  much  the  pros- 
perity of  a  society  is  destroyed  by  this  deficiency.  Could  these  churches  be 
transferred  during  this  year  to  pleasant  chapels  of  their  own,  they  would  show 
a  progress  in  the  year  following,  such  as  they  have  never  yet  exhibited. 
From  one  to  two  thousand  dollars  is  all  that  each  church  need  to  expend,  for 
a  beautiful  and  convenient  chapel — or  less  than  $50,000  would  establish  all 
these  churches  on  an  immovable  foundation.  This  is  a  small  sum  compared 
with  the  valuation  of  our  property.  One  hundred  dollars  on  an  average 
offered  by  this  society  to  these  churches  would  stimulate  them  to  erect  these 
houses  out  of  their  own  means.  Or  the  gift  of  $2,500  by  the  churches  of  the 
Conference  would  add  $50,000  to  our  church  properly  and  place  one  sixth  of 
our  churches  in  a  safe  and  prosperous  condition. 

The  Board  would  also  earnestly  protest  against  a  practice  too  common  in 
our  feeble  churches  when  they  begin  to  build.  They  often  erect  what  may 
be  called  churches,  with  towers,  and  steeples,  and  vestry,  and  all  the  appoint- 
ments of  a  first-class  edifice.  By  this  means  they  involve  themselves  in  need- 
less debts,  and  yet  find  their  epitome  of  a  large  house,  in  a  few  years,  too 
small  for  their  congregations  and  not  susceptible  of  any  extensive  improve- 
ments. We  would  urge  upon  them  the  selection  of  the  best  site  possible, 
central  and  attractive,  and  the  erection  of  a  neat  and  even  elegant  chapel, 
but  one  room  alone.  This  chapel  can  be  disposed  of  when  they  shall  be  able 
to  erect  a  complete  church,  or  be  placed  in  the  rear  of  such  an  edifice,  as  its 
vestry. 

We  would  also  again  call  your  attention  to  the  subject  of  a  general  loan 
fund  for  the  gradual  extinction  of  all  church  debts,  and  for  securing  a  perma- 
nent fund  for  this  Society.  It  may  not  be  judicious  to  move  in  the  matte  r,  in 
the  present  season  of  financial  embarrassment,  but  it  is  well  to  keep  it 
before  us.  The  plan  works  admirably  in  England,  and  could  here.  It.  is  to 
se<  wre  from  individuals  in  all  our  societies  the  loan  of  sums  from  $50,  and 
upward,  for  a  term  of  years  without  interest,  said  moneys  to  be  loaned  to 
each  society  at  four  per  cent,  interest,  the  interest  and  a  certain  portion  of  the 
capital  to  be  paid  annually.  Each  society  would  thus  secure  tin1  money  they 
need  for  their  church  debt,  for  considerably  less  than  they  can  ordinarily  raise 
it.  They  would  be  st  imulated  by  this  to  a  regular  annual  effort,  not  large  and 
burdensome,  but  effective,  to  sink  and  soon  extinguish  their  debts.  The 
interest  they  pay  would  become  a  fund  to  aid  in  building  or  supporting  new 
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and  feeble  churches.  As  almost  every  society  is  in  debt,  the  financial 
brethren  of  those  societies  would  be  willing  to  make  this  loan,  could  its  return 
be  secured  to  them,  in  order  to  reduce  their  current  expenses  and  remove 
their  debts.  We  have  had  several  liberal  offers  towards  such  an  enterprise, 
and  have  but  little  doubt  that  if  it  was  rightly  inaugurated,  and  the  right  man 
appointed  as  agent  to  confer  with  the  trustees  and  leading  brethren  of  our 
various  churches,  it  would  be  very  successful,  and  very  beneficial  to  all  our 
churches.  The  present  debts  in  our  churches  are  about  $200,000.  This  at 
6  per  cent,  interest,  makes  an  annual  outgo  of  $12,000.  If  we  could  offer 
them  money  on  good  security  at  four  per  cent.,  they  would  save  an  annual 
expense  of  $4,000. 

This  4  per  cent,  would  give  this  Society  an  annual  income  of  $8,000 ;  in  ten 
years  it  would  amount  to  $80,000  ;  allowing  the  agent  a  salary  of  $1,500  per 
year  to  attend  to  this  business,  it  would  leave  a  net  amount  of  $65,000; 
while  at  the  same  time  the  societies  which  may  be  said  to  groan  together 
until  now  under  the  heavy  burden  of  church  debts,  would  be  relieved  of 
their  load,  and  their  liberality  be  allowed  to  flow  into  other  and  more  agree- 
able channels. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  earnestly  urge  the  Conference  and  the  churches 
not  to  neglect  this  Mutual  Aid  Society.  If  we  cannot  yet  carry  out  the  idea 
of  a  Loan  Fund  Association,  we  can  and  ought  to  relieve  our  feeblest 
societies  of  their  oppressive  burdens.  Only  twenty-three  churches  took  up 
this  collection,  and  the  amount  of  that  collection  was  $121.08.  Had  100 
taken  the  average  amount  of  what  these  societies  contributed  we  should 
have  had  over  $500  to  disburse.  With  this  many  societies  could  have 
been  started,  or  kept  alive,  or  had  new  life  and  courage  imparted  to  them  by 
the  offers  we  could  have  made. 

Shall  we  have  your  help  the  coming  year  ? 

Let  us  be  watchful  and  strengthen  the  things  that  remain,  that  are  ready 
to  die.  Let  us  build  each  other  up,  assured  that  whatever  we  give  to  one  of 
these  little  ones  that  bears  the  name  and  the  nature  of  Christ  shall  not  be 
without  its  reward  to  us  in  temporal  no  less  than  in  spiritual  things.  These 
remote  or  impoverished  churches  which  are  the  centers  of  divine  life, 
shall  yet  contribute  the  fruits  of  that  life  to  our  larger  and  central  bodies. 
We  trust  you  will  give  this  cause  your  renewed  indorsement,  and  persuade 
your  churches  to  aid  it  by  their  liberality.

At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Church  Aid  Society, 
it  was  voted  to  recommend  the  Conference  to  change  Art.  2,  Sect.  4,  of 
the  Constitution,  so  that  it  shall  read,  instead  of  "  the  District  Stewards  of 
each  District  shall  elect,"  &c.  "  the  Lay  Members  of  the  New  England  Con- 
ference for  each  District  shall  elect,"  &c.    This  amendment  prevailed. 

The  Committee  also  report  the  following  Resolutions  : — 

Resolved,  That  we  approve  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers, as  set  forth  in  the  above  report,  and  commend  them  to  the  favorable 
regard  of  our  churches. 

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  heavy  indebtedness  of  our  societies  as 
appears  from  the  statistics  presented  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers, we  recommend  that  special  care  be  taken  to  prevent  the  accumulation 
of  church  debts,  and  that  efforts  be  made,  wherever  practicable,  to  liquidate 
existing  liabilities. 
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Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  preachers  and  societies  contemplating 
the  erection  of  new  churches,  or  the  essential  modification  of  old  ones,  to.  con- 
sult with  the  Board  of  Managers,  with  a  view  to  secure  advice  with  respect  to 
the  best  plans,  and  the  most  eligible  locations  for  the  same. 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  our  preachers  to  report  to  the  Confer- 
ence the  amount  of  money  raised  during  the  year  for  the  payment  of  church 
debts,  and  the  amount  of  existing  indebtedness. 

Resolved,  That  whereas  there  are  twenty-six  of  our  societies  still  occupying 
halls,  and  in  great  need  of  new  houses  of  worship,  we  see  abundant  reason 
for  the  continued  existence  of  the  Church  Aid  Society,  and  an  imperative 
necessity  for  liberal  contributions  for  its  support,  and  we  urge  upon  all  the 
churches  increased  attention  to  this  subject  the  present  year. 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Managers  the  appointment 
of  an  agent  without  salary,  to  devise  such  means  as  he  may  find  practicable, 
and  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  recommend  for  the  establishment  of  a 
Loan  Fund,  upon  the  basis  set  forth  in  the  Report  of  the  Corresponding 
Secretary. 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  the  following  Brethren  as  a  Board  of  Man- 
agers the  present  year.

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MEMOIRS. 

Rkv.  Erastus  Otis  was  born  in  Canaan,  N.  H.,  October,  1783.  The 
Committee  have  no  data  at  hand  by  which  they  can  trace  his  early  life. 

lie  was  admitted  on  trial  in  the  New  England  Conference  in  1805,  and  was 
stationed  at  Needham.  His  subsequent  places  of  appointment  were,  in  1806, 
at  Sandwich  and  Scituate;  in  1807,  at  Barnard  and  Rochester,  at  which  con- 
ference he  was  ordained  a  deacon,  and  in  1808  he  was  stationed  at  Harwich. 

He  was  ordained  Elder  in  1809,  and  for  that  year  and  for  1810  his  field  of 
labor  was  Falmouth;  in  1811  he  was  appointed  to  Boston,  but  afterwards 
changed  to  Marblehead ;  in  1812,  to  Vershire  Circuit,  Vt.,  and  in  1813,  to 
Wethersfield,  Vt.  He  located  in  1814.  In  1816  he  was  readmitted  to 
Conference,  and  stationed  for  1816  and  1817  at  Unity,  New  Hampshire. 
He  was  appointed  Presiding  Elder  for  New  London  District  from  1818  to 

1822,  in  which  office  he  labored  with  zeal  and  acceptability.    In  1822  and 

1823,  he  was  stationed  at  Needham  ;  in  1824,  at  Fairhaven  ;  in  1825,  at  Sand- 
wichand  Falmouth;  in  1826  and  1827,  Tolland,  Conn.;  in  1828,  Winchester, 
N.  H.  ;  1829,  Biookfield  ;  1830,  Granville  ;  1831,  Northampton  ;  1832,  South 
Hadley;  1833,  Springfield  Factory  Village ;  1834,  Pelham  and  Greenwich; 
1835,  in  Ware;  1836^  Needham  and  Natick  ;  in  1837,  Barnstable  and  Yar- 
mouth; 1838,  in  Athol;  1839,  in  Peru  and  Cummington.  In  1840  he 
located.  He  was  readmitted  in  1841,  and  returned  superannuated,  in  which 
relation  he  continued  till  the  time  of  his  death,  which  occurred  in  Kenosha, 
Wisconsin,  Aug.  19,  1860,  after  a  sickness  of  only  two  weeks,  of  dropsy  of  the 
heart,  aged  76  years  8  months. 

Father  Otis  was  a  man  of  a  true  heart  and  genial  disposition.  In  his  early 
days,  when  possessed  of  health  and  strength,  he  evinced  fair  abilities  as  a  gos- 
pel minister,  and  labored  with  acceptability  and  success  in  his  various  stations. 
After  being  laid  aside  from  the  active  ministry,  he  maintained  a  consistent 
and  blameless  life  in  secular  pursuits,  and  died  full  of  years,  in  hope  of  a 
blissful  immortality. 

Rev  Isaac  Smith  died  in  Christian  triumph  at  his  residence  in  Chico- 
pee,  July  16,  1860.    He  was  born  in  Wilmington,  Vt.,  Nov.  1,  1817,  of  pious 
parents,  and  at  the  age  of  fifteen  years  was  awakened  and  converted  through 
the  instrumentality  of  the  Methodist  Church.    Neglecting  to  identify  himself 
with  any  branch  of  the  Christian  church,  he  subsequently  relapsed  into  a  back- 
slidden state.    At  the  age  of  twenty-one  he  was  reclaimed,  and  joined  the 
Baptist  church.  Soon  after  this  he  went  W^estfor  the  purpose  of  teaching,  and 
while  there  he  was  convinced  that  God  had  called  him  to  the  sacred  ministry. 
He  immediately  entered  upon  a  preparation  for  this  responsible  work  at  Ober- 
lin.  While  here,  his  attention  was  called  more  fully  than  before  to  the  doctrines 
of  the  church  of  which  he  was  a  member.    Returning  to  Vermont,  he  became 
a  student  at  Newbury  Seminary,  and  there  joined  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  for  reasons  which  he  subsequently  published  in  his  book,  entitled, 
"  Reasons  for  becoming  a  Methodist,"  and  was  licensed  as  a  local  preacher. 
In  1843  he  joined  the  N.  H.  Conference,  and  was  stationed  at  Reading,  Vt. ; 
in  1844-5,  at  North  Wardsboro'.    While  here  the  Vermont  Conference 
was  set  off  from  the  New  Hampshire,  and  in  consequence  of  the  locality  of 
his  appointment,  he  became  a  member  of  the  former.    In  1846-7  he  was 
stationed  at  Bellows  Falls ;  in  1848-9,  at  Brattleboro' ;  1850-1,  at  Spring- 
field, Vt.,  where,  besides  discharging  his  pastoral  duties,  he  labored  efficiently 
in  behalf  of  the  Wesleyan  Seminary  of  that  place,  of  which  he  was  a  trustee. 
In  1852  he  was  transferred  to  the  New  England  Conference,  and  stationed 
successively  at  the  following  places,  viz.  :  1852-3,  at  Milford  ;  1854,  at  Leo- 
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minster;  1855-6  at  Lynn  South  St.;  1857-8,  at  Cambridge  port ;  1859,  at 
Chicopee,  where  he  finished  his  ministerial  work  and  probation. 

Before  receiving  his  last  appointment,  his  health  was  greatly  impaired,  and 
he  entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  new  field  of  labor  in  physical  weakness,  but 
without  abatement  of  resolution  or  zeal.  He  had  scarcely  become  settled, 
when  death  entered  his  family  circle  and  removed  an  only  and  a  lovely 
daughter.  Brother  Smith  bore  his  affliction  with  Christian  submission  and 
fortitude.  About  this  time  his  health  began  more  rapidly  to  decline,  and  his 
disease  assumed  the  form  of  consumption,  which  baffled  the  skill  of*  his  med- 
ical attendants.  He  continued  his  pastoral  relations  to  the  church  until  Sep- 
tember, when  he  reluctantly  gave  up  his  cherished  work. 

When  he  became  satisfied  that  his  ministry  on  earth  was  soon  to  end,  he 
said  he  had  no  desire  to  change  the  will  of  his  Master,  but  joyfully  waited  the 
summons  to  "  come  up  higher."  During  the  last  few  weeks  of  his  life  his  soul 
was  overwhelmed  with  views  of  the  goodness  and  mercy  of  God,  and  his 
feeble  voice  was  often  heard  in  shouts  of  praise.  When  the  hour  of  his  de- 
parture came,  he  passed  away  without  a  struggle.  Brother  Smith  was  emi- 
nently social,  a  Christian  gentleman,  a  successful  minister,  beloved  by  his 
people  and  by  his  conference. 

Rev.  Joseph  Augustus  Adams  was  born  in  South  Newmarket,  N.  H., 
March  17,  1818,  and  was  the  son  of  Rev.  J.  F.  Adams,  of  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Conference.  He  graduated  from  the  Wesleyan  University  in  1842, 
having,  while  connected  with  that  institution,  not  only  been  eminently  success- 
ful in  gaining  a  knowledge  of  science  and  literature,  but  also  an  experimental 
knowledge  of  Christ  as  his  Saviour. 

The  two  following  years  he  was  employed  as  Principal  of  an  Academy  in  Nor- 
wich, Conn.  The  next  year  he  was  employed  in  theological  studies  in  Ando- 
ver,  and  then  engaged  as  teacher  in  the  New  Hampshire  Conference  Seminary. 
He  was  admitted  into  the  New  England  Conference  at  its  session  in  1846,  and 
was  stationed  at  Medford,  and  successively  occupied,  with  credit  to  himself  and 
profit  to  the  people,  the  following  stations:  Walpole,  Watertown,  Lynn  Com- 
mon Street,  Saugus,  Russell  St.  Boston,  Salem,  and  Melrose.  His  health, 
which  had  been  precarious  for  several  years,  during  his  last  year  at  Melrose 
failed  to  such  an  extent  as  to  induce  him  to  locate  his  family  at  Holliston,  that 
by  the  exercise  of  manual  labor  he  might  regain  his  wasted  energies.  Failing 
in  this,  by  the  advice  of  physicians,  he  sailed  for  California  in  February,  1859. 
But  the  hand  of  disease  was  too  strongly  fixed  upon  him.  With  alternating 
hope-;  and  fears,  he  struggled  on  until  the  27th  of  August,  1860,  when  at  San 
Francisco,  far  from  his  kindred,  but  in  the  midst  of  friends,  he  fell  asleep  in 
Christ. 

Brother  Adams  was  a  modest  and  unassuming  man,  loved  quiet  and  retire- 
ment, was  ever  cheerful  and  happy  at  home  and  in  the  society  of  chosen  and 
congenial  friends,  but  mingled  little  in  general  society  except  as  duty  called 
him.  He  possessed  a  vigorous  and  well-cultivated  mind,  sound  and  thorough 
as  a  scholar,  and  of  refined  taste.  As  a  Christian,  he  was  devout  ,  sincere,  ever 
consistent  and  firm  in  his  opinions  and  purposes.  As  a  preacher,  he  pos- 
sessed qualities  of  a  high  order,  and  was  always  most  interesting  and  instruc- 
tive, and  in  the  pastoral  relation  was  faithful,  and  greatly  beloved  by  his 
people.  His  end  was  such  as  becometh  such  a  man,  calmly  but  joyously 
triumphant. 

Thus  passed  away  from  our  church  and  ministry,  in  the  prime,  of  life,  this 
excellent  and  useful  man,  leaving  to  the  church  her  who  had  been  the  faith- 
ful and  efficient  companion  and  assistant  in  all  his  Labors  among  us. 
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Rev.  Amasa  Taylor  was  born  in  Fitchburg,  Mass.,  July  19,  1  787.  At 
the  early  age  of  16  he  was  brought  to  a  knowledge  of  sin,  and  then  of  sins 
forgiven  through  Christ,  by  the  labors  of  Rev.  Joshua  Crowell,  and  soon 
became  zealous  and  effective  as  a  helper  in  the  neighborhood  of  his  residenee. 
When  22  years  of  age  he  yielded  to  his  convictions  of  duty,  and  under  the 
direction  of  that  man  of  precious 'memory,  Rev.  Elijah  R.  Sabin,  commenced 
his  labors  as  an  itinerant  minister  on  the  Ashburnham  Circuit.  It  was  a 
heavy  cross,  he  said,  but  God  helped  me.  In  the  month  of  Ju.-e  following 
he  was  received  into  the  New  England  Conference  on  trial,  and  appointed  to 
Tuftonboro'  Circuit,  N.  H.  He  subsequently  was  appointed  to  and  labored 
in  the  following  charges:  Lunenburg  Circuit,  in  Vermont,  Athens,  Vt.,  Union 
Circuit,  Me.,  Hampden,  Me.,  Danville,  Vershire,  Wethersfield,  and  Barnard, 
Vt.,  and  Unity,  N.  H.  In  1819  he  was  returned  to  Ashburnham,  Mass., 
having  in  ten  years  travelled  over  the  larger  portion  of  the  three  northern 
New  England  States ;  he  now  returns,  not  to  rest,  but  to  labor  in  the  place 
from  which  he  first  started  our. 

Having  labored  here  two  years,  he  was  compelled,  by  the  circumstances  of 
his  family,  to  ask  a  temporary  location.  This  relation  he  sustained  for  three 
years,  residing  most  of  the  time  in  Winchester,  N.  H.,  and  labored  constantly 
as  a  preacher  to  extend  the  work  of  God  in  the  regions  around  him.  In  1824 
he  was  readmitted  to  the  New  England  Conference,  and  appointed  to  the 
Winchester  Circuit.  His  subsequent  fields  of  labor  were  Hebron  and  Nor- 
wich, in  Conn.,  Warwick,  R.  I.,  Northbridge,  Belchertown,  Ludlow,  Feeding 
Hills,  South  Brookfield,  Worthington,  Athol,  South  Orange,  Charlemont,  and 
West  Brookfield,  all  in  this  State,  in  all  of  which  he  labored  with  fidelity  and 
usefulness. 

These  appointments  brought  Father  Taylor  to  the  year  1846,  and  to  the 
sixtieth  year  of  his  age,  when,  weighed  down  with  years  and  infirmities,  he 
retired  to  the  ranks  of  the  superannuated,  and  removed  to  a  small  farm 
which  his  industry  and  economy  had  enabled  him  to  secure  in  North  New 
Salem  in  this  State.  Here,  for  the  last  fourteen  years,  he  has  resided,  toiling 
with  his  own  hands  for  his  support,  and  laboring  earnestly  as  a  Christian  and 
a  Christian  minister  to  promote  the  religious  interests  of  his  neighborhood. 
Nor  did  he  labor  in  vain  ;  for  many  already  rise  up  to  attest  his  success  in 
winning  them  to  Christ. 

But  his  health,  which  had  been  so  feeble  for  several  years,  now  gave  indi- 
cations of  a  mot  e  rapid  decline.  On  the  last  Sabbath  in  September  he 
preached  his  last  sermon  ;  on  the  next  Sabbath  evening,  at  a  prayer  meeting 
held  in  his  house,  he  rose  from  his  bed  scarcely  able  to  stand,  and  with  deep 
emotion  took  a  final  leave  of  his  neighbors,  with  whom  he  had  so  long  lived 
and  labored,  and  on  Thursday,  the  18th  of  October,  he  ceased  from  his  labors 
and  sufferings,  and  departed  to  his  reward,  leaving  an  aged  widow,  the  faith- 
ful companion  and  helper  in  all  his  life  and  toil,  to  mourn  his  loss. 

As  a  Christian,  Father  Taylor  was  a  man  of  deep,  fervent,  and  constant 
piety,  of  retiring  but  affectionate  and  affable  deportment,  and  was  greatly 
endeared  in  the  domestic  and  social  relations  of  life.  As  a  minister,  he  was 
true  and  faithful  to  the  church  of  his  choice,  catholic  in  his  feelings  toward 
all,  and  deeply  devoted  to  the  appropriate  work  of  a  preacher  and  pastor,  and 
the  fragrance  of  his  name  is  sweet  in  all  the  fields  of  his  labors.  His  end 
was  such  as  became  such  a  life,  and  he  sweetly  rests  among  the  spiritual  chil- 
dren of  his  old  age.
